Father Ricci And The Learned 
O! Peking. . 


_ We are inclined. to forget that, 
even today, we mat enter the 
galleries of the sixteenth century 
as.pupils to learn from great, mas- 
ters such as da Viuei, “Michael 
Angelo, Raphael or “stiJl more. 
perhaps, to forget our scientific 
debt to. Kepler, Tycho. Brahe, 
Galileo, Veealius. Ricci did ‘more 
than move under the shadow. of 
these great names, he was a pupil 
of Clavius of whom Galileo wrote: 
“T have had a Jong discussion with 
Father Clavius and with two other 
most intelligent Fathers of the same 
Jewnit Order. .

The late Marshal Lu had « very 
pictntesq ne career, having risen 
rom probably the lowest station in 
Chinese life to ons of the highest. 

Born in 1856, Marshal, Lu'was 
72 years of age ot the time of his: 
death. Starting life ax'a colic, 
he «soon became tired of this and 
gave it up for the freer and easier 
‘ife of a bandit.” He was notorious 
for his dating and for cunning 
and, sfter a number.of ‘years, came 

sto the attentiog..of General Tsen 
Chun Hsuan, who Was then Viceroy 
of Kwangtung and Kwangsi. That, 
worthy | official decided that 
could make use, of this adventurer, 
so he promised to reclaim him and 
offered him a post in the army as 
lieutenant it he would: give up his 
life of banditry and’ become o loyal 
and peaceful subject of the Em- 
peror, Upon an assurance being 
‘forthcoming that the offer was a. 
genuine one ‘and that he and his 
follows ‘would not be, led into a 
trap, Lu surrendered to Gep. Tsen 
and became a soldier, swearing 
that he would, devote his life to his 
country. z as 
* War: On Banditry. 
, Lu ‘commanded an expedition 
against, other..bandit gangs in his 
home province and was ..very suc- 
cessful—so successful in fact was 
he that he was made o Jieutenant-

In 1914, Gen, Lu became Tutuh 
of Kwangtung, mcceeding his fel- 
»low-provincial, Lung Chi Kuang, 
who likewise had started as a 
codlie, and became a bandit: 

A couple of years later, Lu was 
made a member of the Chiangchun- 
yuan, ‘the Council of Generals, and 
yiven the rank of Field-Marshal. 

Marshal Lu held; his post for 
several years, and succeeded jn sup- 
pressing «a number of rebellions.
